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INTRODUCTION 


This  issue  of  Statistics  of  Communications  Common  Carriers  contains 
financial  and  operating  data  for  the  year  1968.  The  information  was  taken 
principally  from  annual  and  monthly  reports  filed  by  the  carriers  with  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission.  This  publication  has  been  issued  an- 
nually since  1939.  Previous  to  1957  it  was  titled  "Statistics  of  the  Commu- 
nications Industry  in  the  United  States." 

All  communications  carriers  engaged  in  interstate  or  foreign  communica- 
tion service,  except  those  that  operate  solely  through  connection  with  the 
facilities  of  an  unaffiliated  carrier,  are  subject  to  all  the  common  carrier 
provisions  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934,  as  amended. 

Subject  telephone  carriers  which  operate  telephone  exchanges  and  have 
operating  revenues  in  excess  of  $1,000,000,  and  those  which  do  not  operate 
telephone  exchanges  but  operate  to  overseas  points  or  in  the  Maritime  radio 
services  and  have  annual  operating  revenues  in  excess  of  $50,000  are  required 
to  file  annual  reports  with  the  Commission. 

Telegraph  carriers  which  have  annual  operating  revenues  in  excess  of 
$50,000  are  required  to  file  annual  reports.  Companies  controlling  communi- 
cations common  carriers  whose  annual  revenues  exceed  $2,500,000  are  also 
required  to  file  annual  reports. 

Annual  reports  for  the  year  1968  were  filed  by  58  telephone  carriers,  7 
telegraph  carriers  and  10  controlling  companies.  An  annual  report  was  also 
filed  by  the  Communications  Satellite  Corporation. 

Telephone  carriers  whose  annual  operating  revenues  exceed  $1,000,000 
and  telegraph  carriers  having  annual  operating  revenues  exceeding  $250,000 
are  also  required  to  file  condensed  monthly  reports  of  financial  and  operating 
data. 

Part  I  of  this  volume  contains  information  concerning  all  reporting  carriers. 

Part  II  contains  financial  and  operating  data  relating  to  telephone  carriers. 
Summaries  for  all  reporting  telephone  carriers  and  for  the  Bell  companies 
are  included,  as  well  as  data  by  individual  carriers.  "Bell  companies,"  as 
used  in  this  publication,  represents  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company,  its  principal  telephone  subsidiaries,  and  The  Cincinnati  and  Sub- 
urban Bell  Telephone  Company  and  The  Southern  New  England  Telephone 
Company. 

It  is  estimated  that,  on  the  basis  of  assets  and  of  revenues,  the  telephone 
carriers  reporting  to  the  Commission  as  fully  subject  carriers  represent  about 
90  percent  of  the  telephone  industry  in  the  United  States. 
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The  gross  book  cost  of  communication  plant  of  the  reporting  telephone 
companies  was  $48,866,094,000  as  of  December  31,  1968  as  compared 
with  $44,809,744,000  as  of  December  31,  1967,  an  increase  of  9  percent. 
The  total  operating  revenues  reported  by  these  carriers  for  the  year  1968  were 
$15,096,833,000  as  compared  with  $13,870,405,000  for  the  year  1967,  an 
increase  of  9  percent;  and  the  total  operating  expenses,  excluding  taxes, 
amounted  to  $9,034,289,000  as  compared  with  $8,332,090,000  for  the 
preceding  year,  an  increase  of  8  percent. 

In  compiling  summary  figures  for  telephone  companies,  duplications  be- 
tween the  Bell  companies  with  respect  to  securities,  receivables,  payables 
and  items  of  income  and  expense,  except  in  minor  instances,  have  been 
eliminated. 

Data  relating  to  the  larger  non-subject  telephone  carriers,  supplied  volun- 
tarily by  those  carriers,  are  shown  in  Table  17  of  this  issue. 

Part  III  of  this  volume  contains  data  relating  to  domestic  and  overseas 
telegraph  carriers.  The  telegraph  carriers  reporting  to  the  Commission,  along 
with  record  communications  business  reported  by  telephone  companies,  repre- 
sent practically  all  of  the  telegraph  industry  in  the  United  States. 

The  gross  book  cost  of  communication  plant  of  the  domestic  telegraph 
carrier  amounted  to  $916,712,000  as  of  December  31,  1968,  as  compared 
with  $871,425,000  as  of  December  31,  1967,  an  increase  of  5  percent.  The 
operating  revenues  of  the  domestic  telegraph  carrier  for  the  year  1968 
amounted  to  $358,202,000  and  the  operating  expenses,  excluding  taxes 
amounted  to  $313,635,000  as  compared  with  $334,983,000  and  $296,661,- 
000,  respectively,  representing  increases  of  7  percent  in  revenues  and  6 
percent  in  expenses  as  compared  with  the  year  1967. 

The  gross  book  cost  of  communication  plant  of  overseas  telegraph  carriers 
was  $282,412,000  as  of  December  31,  1968,  as  compared  with  $250,722,- 
000  as  of  December  31,  1967,  an  increase  of  13  percent.  The  operating 
revenues  of  the  overseas  telegraph  carriers  for  the  year  1968  amounted  to 
$153,547,000  and  the  operating  expenses,  excluding  taxes,  amounted  to 
$118,088,000  as  compared  with  $132,427,000  and  $102,214,000,  respec- 
tively, representing  increases  of  16  percent  in  both  revenues  and  expenses 
as  compared  with  the  year  1967. 

Part  IV  of  this  volume  includes  the  balance  sheet  and  income  statement  of 
the  Communications  Satellite  Corporation. 

Part  V  of  this  volume  shows  the  intercorporate  relations  of  all  the  subject 
carriers  reporting  to  the  Commission  and  the  controlling  companies.

purposes,  of  liberalized  depreciation  which  was  accounted  for  on  the  "flow  through"  basis.  The 
accumulated  amounts  of  liberalized  depreciation  income  tax  differentials  accounted  for  on  the  "flow 
through"  basis  since  that  basis  was  adopted  at  various  dates  were  $2,979,000,  $8,971,000  and  $1,453,000 
for  the  three  companies  in  the  same  order. 

4/  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co.  was  unable  to  use  its  investment  tax  credit  applicable  to  1968  of  approxi- 
mately $5,600,000  due  to  the  absence  of  tax  liability.

Comsat's 
share  of  the  cost  (approximately  $4.5  million)  of  this  first  satellite  of  the  Intelsat  II  series,  adjusted 
for  minor  operating  costs  and  revenues  during  certain  limited  operation,  was  charged  to  satellite  system 
development  costs  and  amortization  commenced  May  1,  1967  (date  of  commencement  of  full  commercial  operation 
and  of  adoption  of  conventional  accounting)  on  straight  line  basis  over  a  period  of  36  months  although 
amortization  of  the  remainder  of  satellite  system  development  costs  commenced  the  same  date  to  extend  over 
a  period  of  10  years  on  the  reverse  sum-of-the-year-digits  method.  The  second,  third  and  fourth  satellites 
of  the  Intelsat  II  series  were  launched  successfully  during  1967  and  are  being  depreciated  on  the  same  unit 
basis  as  was  adopted  for  Intelsat  I  except  that  the  period  of  depreciation  is  36  months.  Depreciation  com- 
mences from  the  respective  dates  of  operation.  A  fifth  satellite  of  the  Intelsat  II  series  was  purchased 
but  never  launched.  It  is  beinp  depreciated  as  an  on-ground  spare  over  33  months  from  March  1,  1968  which 
19  the  date  of  its  delivery  to  Comsat.  Thirty-three  months  was  considered  by  Comsat  as  the  remaining  life 
of  the  Intelsat  II  program  as  of  March  1,  1968.  The  first  satellite  of  the  Intelsat  III  series  was  the 
subject  of  an  unsuccessful  launch  attempt  on  September  18,  1968.  The  second  satellite  of  the  Intelsat  III 
series  was  launched  successfully  on  December  18,  1968  and  was  placed  in  commercial  operation  January  3, 
1969  at  which  date  depreciation  of  both  theae  satellites  commenced  to  extend  over  60  months.  The  costs  of 
both  these  satellites  were  still  classified  as  construction  in  progress  at  December  31.  1968. 

The  fixed  earth  stations  are  being  depreciated  over  an  average  of  11  years,  and  the  transportable s  over  7 
years.  Half  interests  in  each  of  the  earth  stations  were  sold  to  carrier-users  of  Comsat  service  as  of 
September  30,  1967  and  the  costs  of  additions  to  earth  stations  and  additional  stations  since  that  date 
have  been  borne  by  co-owners  to  the  extent  of  one-half.  During  1968,  however,  half  interests  in  transpor- 
table earth  stations  which  had  been  sold  in  1967  were  repurchased  by  Comsat  and  devoted  to  uses  other  than 
carriage  of  traffic.  Research  and  development  costs  are  being  capitalized,  and  each  six-months  accumula- 
tion is  being  amortized  on  a  straight  line  basis,  over  a  period  of  60  months,  beginning  with  the  first  day 
of  the  following  semi-annual  period.  Interest  during  construction  was  accrued  at  a  rate  of  5%  per  annum 
prior  to  May  1,  1967  and  at  7f>  per  annum  thereafter  with  the  latter  rate  being  subject  to  possible  change 
retroactively  to  May  1,  1967,  depending  upon  certain  actions  by  F.C.C. 

Certain  costs,  principally  satellite  system  development  and  research  and  development,  were  capitalized  in 
the  accounts  but  treated  as  reductions  in  taxable  inoome  <"or  Income  tax  purposes.  This  tax  treatment  has 
resulted  in  no  taxable  income  since  Comsat  commenced  business  through  1968.  The  tax  reductions  have,  how- 
ever, been  reflected  by  establishment  of  a  provision  for  deferred  income  taxes  offset  by  the  tax  values 
(positive  or  negative)  assignable  to  investment  income  and  operating  income  or  losses,  respectively.  Com- 
sat had  at  December  31,  1968  unused  investment  credits  of  approximately  $1,450,000  and  tax  loss  carry- 
forwards of  approximately  $7,200,000.
